The European Movement 
tonight accused the Commit- 
tee of Ministers of the Coun- 
cil of ' Europe of hindering 
the activities of the European 
Assembly, and suggested the 
Assembly should eventually 
meet to ask the Ministers for 
a “full explanation.” 


In a statement Issued here the 
Executive Bureau of the Euro- 
pean Movement sald that the 
Committee of Mintsters had adopt- 
ed oan “entirely negative and 
dilatory” atutude towards «the 
Strassbourg recommendations of 
the European Assembly. 


Almost all the recommendations 
had been turned down or referred 
for examination to oficial or ex-

The news that the Ameri- 
can Viece-Consul at Mukden 
was sent back to the Consu- 
late seven hours after he had 
been escorted to the People's 
Court came as an_ antl- 
climax, Ever since the re- 
lease of Mr. Angus Ward it 
was upprehended that the 
local Communists would 
make further trouble. Face 
had been saved by the ver- 
diet and sentence of deporta- 
tion. But malice might seck 
further mischief—that was a 
very general fear. 

The entire Mukden affair 
was an outrageous flouting of 
the conventions, if not of ele- 
mentary human rights. But 
il was, relatively speaking, a 
good sign that the release of 
the Consul-General — follow- 
ed so closely on the State 
Department's appeal to 3 
other Governments. That is 
true even if the Soviet au- 
thorities were more influ- 
enced by this unprecedented 
move than the local officials 
who held Mr. Ward in their 
power. It is an equally good 
sign that Mr. Stokes was 
released so soon. In essence, 
the episode can be taken to 
mean that even in so strong 
a Communist centre as Muk- 
den, Party discipline has not 
wholly broken down. : 

It is a good sign largely 
because {t is always possible 
to negotiate with a discip- 
lined regime, however hostile 
it may be. ft is not possible 
to get very far with an ad- 
ministration decapitated by 
a condition of anarchy. In 
this we are thinking not so 
much of the present as of the 
future. Diplomatic recogni- 
tion solves little or nothing. 
It is merely a means to an 
end, No special relations are 
implied. These have to be 
established later. 

Recognition, it has been 
ernphasised, is not a certifi- 
cate of like-mindedness or 
even of good conduct. And 
it is often,more useful to 
recognise a Government. with 
which one fundamentally 
differs, because this alone 
provides the machinery by 
which all differences may 
be examined and ordinary 
hintercourse conducted.

Lake Success, November 27. 

The United States will take 
the floor in the Russian-boy- 
cotted United Nations debate 
on China on Monday and-it 
was understood that it will 
introduce a proposal giving 
only luke war 
the Nationalis 
Russia. 

The American Ambassador-nt- 
large, Dr. Philip Jessup, special 
adviser on Far East policy, will 
outline the United States position 
on China's anti-Kremlin charges 
before the General Assembly's 
maln Political Committee. 

The deciston to Introduce the 
American proposal was all but 
final. It was understood that the 
resolution will give only token 
support to the Natlonalists by 
adapting the mildest portion of 
China's own proposal. It mercly 
will call on members to refrain 
from using the China crisis for 
any move incompatible with that 
country's political independence 
or territorial integrity. 

The much stronger Nationalist 
proposal calls for conde:nation 
of alleged Soviet ald to the Chi- 
nese Communists and asks mem- 
bers to withhold diplomatic re- 
cognition from the Communist 
regime, The Chinese proposal 
was considered doomed to defeat. 

There ts considerable doubt 
whether even the cautlous 
American draft will get majority 
support from the United Nations 
members, many of whom are 
planning soon to recognise the 
Communist government of Mao 
Tse-tung, 

However, the overwhelming 
consensus at the United Natlons 
is that the world organisation 
can do absolutely nothing to re- 
tard or slow down the deteriorat-
